HINTS ACCIDENT TO 
HAWAII CLIPPER 


For Trial at Sept. Court Here and There in Rucks County Towns 


Oil Flick Discovered 525 Miles 
Southeast of Manila and On 
Clipper’s Course 


INVESTIGATE THE SPOTS 


Message Does Not Indicate 
Ihe binding of Any 
Wreckage 


(By International N ew s Service) 
MANILA. I*. I., July 30—The broad 
oil spot on the surface of the Pacific 
but a few miles from where the miss­ 
ing Hawaii clipper last radioed its po­ 
sition. has been found by the army 
transport Mieigs, it was announced, 
officially, today. 
Obviously hinting the huge silver 
flying boat, carrying 15 persons, had 
met with a sudden accident, the oil 
flick was discovered about 525 miles 
southeast of Manila and directly on the 
clipper's course. 
A similar spot of oil on the water 
and debris near Pago Pago, Samoa, 
was the clue which brought discover­ 
ers to find the fate of the Samoan Clip­ 
per, February ll, 19338, which explod­ 
ed iii mid-air. 
A lifeboat was lowered, according 
to the report, to investigate the oil 
spots and take a sample of the water. 
It was established that the clipper car­ 
nied a large emergency supply of an ­ 
chor oil, used to smooth the water 
when making a landing in heavy seas. 
According to current information, 
the message from the Mieigs did not 
indicate whether any Wreckage had 
been found. 
Meanwhile, other military ships and 
planes swung into position to s ta rt a 
vast search at dawn Sunday (about 
noon, Saturday, P. S. T.), and hunt 
closer to the Philippine Islands be­ 
cause of another report. 
At 6 p. rn. the huge flying boat and 
its 15 occupants had not been heard 
from for 30 hours, and were 25 hours 
overdue at Manila.

Franco, but Army experts say that 
they can now move troops three or 
four times as fast as they w* re moved 
in France. 
Explaining the importance of high­ 
ways in a report to a Congressional 
Roads Committee, Lieut.-('ol. Russell 
P. Hurtle, war plans division of the 
General Staff, said: 
“ Movement is essential in war and. 
-ave for the deployed movement of a 
few artus in battle must take place 
on roads or railways. 
W ar eau la 
conducted without railroads, but not 
without roads, 
“Even 
thf 
battle, 
if 
important 
enough to call for the use of the com ­ 
bined arms, must take place where 
there are roads. Bol It strategic al and 
tactical plans are limited by roads, 
because freedom of 
maneuver 
de­ 
pends upon their number, quality, lo­ 
cution and direction.'’ 
With the improvement in both mo­ 
tor vehicles and roads, the Army has 
proceeded rapidly with its mechani­ 
zation program.
